JACQUES NOTTIER, an invalid, aged 95

Munipa.ities of Paris. Daurinagthe tria! it came 
out, that the prisoner had made it for years a 
a regu ar practice to marry a new wife where- 
ver he went with his regiment; and to the 
knowledge of his brother he had already four- 
teen French wives alive, besides one Italian, 
one Swiss, and two Dutch women who had been 
married to him in those countries, when in gar- 
rison, or encamped there. Before he was eigh- 
teen he had been divorced, according to the 
laws of the Republic, from five wives, not in- 
cluded in the above number, by whom he had 
six children; and the three wives now before 
the tribunal all dec!ared themselves to be in a 
state of pregnacy by him. Being asked by the 
Public Acccuser if he had many children with 
the other women not present, though known to 
be married to him? he answered very cooly, 
**T had at least Ohe with each woman, and I 
believe that Ihave as many children aliveasI 
can count years.” He oflteied to give the names 
and places of residence of as many wives as he 
could remember to have married; and gave in 
the wames of eleven in eleven different Depart- 
ments, ‘To gaia time to inquire after these wo- 
mea, the Commissary of Government proposed, 
and the Tribunal consented, to put off this tri-

« Since my last, nothing worthy of recital 
has occurred, except the death of one of our 
crew. I fear this will be the purport of all fu- 
ture letters, as the summer is far approaching, 
and the heat will natara’ly have a fatal affect 
upon your unfortanate countrymen, Who are 
daily yoaked to a large waggon, which they are 
obliged to drag into the couatry, where it is 
loaded with heavy timber for their return.”

« A few days ago a small craft, under Eng- 
lish colors, was captured by the Syren, on this 
station: in consequence of which the Bashaw 
sent for the British Consul, to know whether a 
United States vessel dare take any articles out 
of a vessel under the protection of his Majesty’s 
colors? Mr. M‘Donough answered in the ne- 
gative, also gave the Bashaw a written certifi- 
cate or passport. ‘The vessel was laden with a 
very valuable cargo, belonging to the Bashaw’s 
subjects, set sail for Malta; but unfortunate! 
for his Majesty’s Consul, she was captured “4 
most under the forts. Captain Stuart ordered 
her for Syracase. The.Bashaw sent for Mr.

The next day he set sail for Malta in a 
small craft ; but was captured off the harbor by 
the Syren, and sent to Syracuse. His Excel- 
leacy is much enraged at the British Consul, 
aad is determined not receive him again—let 
the consequence be what it may, we are in 
hopes that this affair will bring Lord Nelson off 
“this station.”
